Selection 133, a yellow
dent corn; Marten's white dent; and
White Australian are varieties which
are well adapted to this part of the
Great Plains area and good varieties
for western Nebraska conditions. The
White Australian variety, which is a
flint corn, is pointed out as being de-
serving of further trials, especially
where corn for hogging off is desired,
Of the varleties tested, the medium
early seems superior to the very ear-
ly or to the late ones.
